East merchandise trains are operated out of all the prim ipal epics aa the Illinois 
Central System on schedules which enable specialization in forwarding the freight the 
same day reiviv.il. 

The Illinois Central System also ranks among the leaders of railroads in originating 
coal and Inmher traffic. This class of traffic does not require such rapid movement as per- 
ishable freight and merchandise, but docs require regular and dependable service, whieh we 
areeiiabl.il to give through a well .-.piippcl transportation plant and special attesMOB to 
the freight movemen. To a large exent these commodities are classified into solid trains 
and handled long distances intact, thus minimizing detent ion at terminals. 

Not all cars are handled without delay. Oclays occur from causes beyond our control
